In like manner they have tied themſelves not to declare theſe 
things to any other but my ſelf, untill they ſhould know. hows 
His Majeſtie, and your Grace would diſpoſe thereof.

Thirdly, not to enquire or demand the Names of thc Partic; 
from whom theſe Overtures do come , or any farther diſcovcric:

until ſatisfaction ſhall be given to every part of them. Nor to :- 
ro any Pcrion but His Majeltie, that any thing of this Natur : 
come from me. 


tions ſhall appear by His Majelties or your Grace s words or Car 1age 
unto. others, the means whereby the bulinels may bz brougit bett 
unto Tryal , will be utterly dilappointed.

If theſe Overtures happily ſorc wich His Majeſties and your 
Grace's mind , and ſhall accordingly prove eftectual in their Ope- 
ration, I ſhall think my ſelf a moſt happy man, to have any Ob- 
lation in ſo pious a Work for my molt Gracious Soveraign and Ma- 
ſter.

Man became known unto mc. who when he had heard) me 
diſcourling of theſe Scotch itirs , laid, that I knew nor the Nerve 
of the bulinels , that thoſe chings \ which are commonly ſcattered 
abroad are ſuperficial. From that hour he cvery day becarae more 
familiar to me, who acknowledging my dexterity herein, with a full 
brealt poured weed the burdens of his heart into my boſom, luppo- 
fing that he had diſcharged a burden of Conſcience iv herery ith he 
was prefled. Hence he related to me the Factions of the Jeſuits , 
with which the whole earthly World was atlaulted ; and ſhewed , 
that I might behold how chrough their Poiſon, oben aad Ger 
many were devoured, and both of them mainged WW eh an 1rre ePAra-

the buſineſs, Jy Rein not to obey the Monitions. NMo.cover, he 
torthwich cauſed thar an Expreſs ſhould be dilpatcned joe ſen 
word hs : Not in What a molt acceptable Oblation this had beea to 
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the King and your Grace ; for which we rejoyced from the hearrt 


and we judged , thata late and favourable Deity had interpoſed ir 
ſelf in this bulineſs , whereby you might be perſerved. 


Now that the verity of the things related might be confirmed , 
ſome principal heads of the conſpiracy were purpolely prerermitted, 
that the knowledge of them might be extorted from the circum- 
vented Society of the Confpirators.

Likewiſe another Packer coming weekly from 
Rome , which is brought under this fuperſcription, To the moſt ilu- 
ſtr:ons Lord Count Roſſetti , Legar for the time; thele are nor to be 
nealected : 'Lo whom likewile Letters. writ in the ſame Characters 
arc included. Thar they may bc underſtood , Reade is to be con- 
ſul:ed with. The forenamed day of diſpatch ſhall be expectcd : 
In Reade's Houle an accumulated CONgregation may be circumven- 
ted ; which lucccedins , it will be your Graccs part to order the 
bulinels. The inteſtine enemy being ar length deteted by God's

6. Thar a certain Society hath conſpired the Dearth of the King , 
and Lord Arch-Biſhop , and Convullion of the whole Realm.

In the mean time, I have by this' Expreſs te- 
turned him this Anſwer , That I think he ſhall 
do well to hold on the "Treaty with theſe men, 
with all care and ſecrecy, and drive on to the Dil- 
covery, ſo ſoon as the bulinels is ripe for it , that 
he may aſſure himſelf and them , they ſhall not 
want reward, it they do the Service. That for 
my part he ſhall be {ure of Secrecy, and that I 
am moſt confident, that your Majeſty will not 
impartittoany. That he havea ſpecial eye to 
che eighth and ninth Propoſition. 

Sir, for God's ſake, and your own ſafety, Se- 
crecy in this Buſineſs: And I beleech you , ſend 
me back this Letter , and all that comes with it , 
ſpeedily and ſecretly , and truſt not your own 
Pockets with them. Ifhall not eat, nor ſleep in 
quiet, til] I receive them. And ſo ſoon as I have 
them again, and your Majeſties Warrant to pro- 
ceed, no diligence ſhall be wanting in me to help 
on the Diſcovery. 

T his is the greateſt buſineſs that ever was pur 
to me. Andif I have hereia propoſed, or done 
any thing amiſs, I moſt humbly crave your Ma- 
jeſties pardon. Bur I am willing to hope I have 
not herein erred in judgment, and in hdelity I 
never will.

10, atnight, and Ifent theſe away according to 
the date hereof, being extreamly wearied with 
writing this Letter,copying out thoſe other which 
come with this, and dilpatching my Letters 
back to him that ſent theſe, all in my own

Pon receipt of His Majeſties Commands, with your Grace's 
Letters of 9, and 18, Sept. laſt, I dealt wich the party to 
make good his Offers formerly pur in mine hand, and 
tranſmitted to your Grace : This he hopes to have done , by the 
incloſed , ſo far as will be needful for His Majeſties fatisfaction ; 
yet if amy more parcicular explanation or dilcovery {hall be re- 
quired by His Majeſty or your Grace , He hath promiſed to add 
thereunto, whatſoever he can remember, and knows of truth. 
And for better aſſurance and verification of his integrity , he pro- 
feſſeth himleltf ready (it required) ro make Oath of what he hath 

already declared, or ſhall hereafter declare in the bufineſs. 

His name he conjures me {till co conceale , though he thinks His 
Majeſty and your Grace, by the Character he gives of himſelf, 
will ealily imagin who he is, having been known fo generally 
through Court and City, as he was for three or four years, in the 
quality and imployment he acknowlegerh (by his Declaration in- 
cloſed) himſelf to have held. , ; 

Hereupon he doth alſo redouble his moſt humble and earneſt Suir 
unto Flis Majeſty and your Grace, ro be moſt ſecret and circumſpect 
in the buſineſs, that he may not be tuſpected to have diſcovered, or 
had a hand in the ſame.

Loft Tihfirious and Reacrend Lord , | , 
TE have willingly ard cordially perceived, that our offers 

have been acceprable both to his Royal Majeſty, and 

likewiſe ro your Grace, This is the only Index to us, 
That the bleſling of God is preſent with you, whereby a ſpur 
1s given, that we ſhould ſo much the more chearfully and freely 
utter and deteſt thoſe things whereby the hazard of both your 
lives, the ſubverſion of the Realm and State both of England 
and Scotland , the tumbling down of his Excellent Majeſty from 
his Throne , is intended. Now leſt the diſcourſe ſhould be en- 
JIarged with ſuperfluous circumſtances, we will only premiſe ſome 
things which are meerly veceſlary to the buſineſs. 

You may firſt of all know, that this good man, by whom 
the enſuing things are dereted, was born and bred in the Popiſh 
Religion , who ſpent many years in Eccleſiaſtical dignities. AC 
lengeh being tound fit for the expedition of the preſent Defign, 
by che counſe] and mandate of the Lord Cardinal Barbaraint , 
he was adjoyned to the aſliſtance of Maſter Cunenus (Con) by 
whom he was found fo diligent and ſedulons in his Office, that 
hope of great promotion was given to him. Yet he, led by the 
inſtinct of the good Spirit , hath, howſoever it be, contemned 
{weet promiſes, and having known the vanities of the Pontifician 
Religion (of which he had ſometime been a moſt ſevere defender ) 


hoving likewiſe noted the malice of thoſe who fight under the PopiſÞ 


banner , felt bis Conſcience to be burdened ; which burden that be might 
eaſe bimſclf of, he converted bis mind to the Orthodox Religion. Soon 
atcer, that he might exonerate his Conſcience, he thought fic, 
that a deſperate Treaſon , machinated againſt ſo many ſouls, was 
to be revealed, and that he ſhould receive eaſe if he vented ſuch 
things in the boſom of a friend : which done, he was ſeriouſly 
admonithed by the ſaid friend, that he ſhould ſhew an example of 
his convertion and charicy , and free ſo many. innocent ſouls from 
imminent, danger To whole monitions he willingly conſented, 


E and 
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and delivered the following things to be put 1n writing, out of which 
the Articles not long fince tendered to your Grace, may be clearly 
explicated and demonſtrated. 

i. Firſt of all, that the hinge of the buſineſs may be rightly 
diſcerned, it is ro be known, that all thoſe fations with which 
Chriſtendom is at this day ſhaken, do ariſe from the Jeluitical 
Off-ſpring of Cham, of which four Orders abound throughout the 
World. | 

Of the firſt Order are Ecclefiaſticks, whoſe Office it is to 
take care of things promoting Religion. 

Of the ſecond Order are Policicians, whoſe Office it is by any 
means to ſhake, trouble, and reform the ſtate of Kingdoms and 
Republicks. : 

Of the third Order are Seculars, whole property it is to obtrude 
themſelves into Offices with Kings and Princes, to infinuare and 
immix themſelves in Court buſineſſes, bargains and ſales, and to be 
buſied in civil affairs. 

Of the fourth Order are Intelligencers, ( or Spies ) men of 
inferiour condition, who ſubmit themſe]ves to the ſervices of great 
men, P rinces, Barons, Noble-men, Citizens, to deceive (or corrupt ) 
the minds of their maſters, 

2. A Society of ſo many Orders , the Kingdom of England 
nouriſheth : for ſcarce all Spain, France, and Italy, can yield ſo 
oreat a multitude of Jeſuits, a3 London alone; where are found 
more than 5o Scotiſh Feſuits. There the ſaid ſociety hath ele&ed 
to it ſelf a Sear of iniquity, and hath conſpired againſt the King , 
and the moſt faithful to the King, eſpecially the Lord Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, and likewiſe againſt both Kingdoms. 

3. Foritis more certain than certainty ir ſelf, that the fore- 
named ſociety hath determined to effe& an univerſal reformation 
of the Kingdom of England and Scotland. Therefore the deter- 
mination of the end, neceſlarily infers a determination of means 
ro the end. 

4- Therefore to promote the undertaken Villany, the ſaid 
ſociety dubbed ir ſelf with the Title of, The Congregation of 
propagating the Faith; which acknowlegeth the Pope of Rome 
the Head of the College, and Cardinal Barbarint his ſubſticute 
and Executor. 

5. The chief Patron of the ſociety at London, is the Popes 
Legat, who takes care of the buſineſs; into whoſe boſom, theſe 
dregs of Traytors weekly depoſite all their Intelligences. Now 
the refidence of this Legation was obtained at London in the name 


of 
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of the Rowan Pontift, by whoſe mediation it might be Jawful 
for Cardinal Barbarini to work ſo much the more eaſily and lately 
upon the King and Kingdom. For none elſe could fo freely 
circumvent the King , as he who ſhould be palliated with the Popes 
Authorlty. | 

6. Maſter Cunens did at that time enjoy the Office of the Popes 
Legat, an Univerſal Inſtrument of the conjured ſociety, and a 
ſerious Promoter of the buſineſs, whoſe ſecrets, as likewiſe thoſe 
of all other Intelligencers, the preſent good man, the Commus« 
nicator of all theſe things, did revive and expedite whicher the 
buſinels required. 

Cuneus (er upon the chicf men of the Kingdom, and left nothing 
unattempted , by what means he might corrupt them all, and in- 
cline them co the pontifictan party : he inticed many with various 
incitements, yea, he ſought co delude the King himſclt with gifts of 
Pictures, Antiquities, idols, and of other vanities broughe from 
Rome, which yet would prevail nothing with the King. 

Having entred familiarity with the King, he 1s ofren requeſted 
at Hampton Court, likewile at London, to undertake the Cauſe of 
the Palatine , and that he would interpole his Authoriry, and by 
his interceſſion perſwade the Legat of Colen, that the Palatine, 
in the next Dier to treat of peace, mighr be inſerted into the 
Conditions ; which verily he promiſed , but performed the con- 
trary, He wriit indeed, that he had been ſo deſired by the King 
concerning ſuch things, yer he adviſed that they ſhould not be 
conſented ro, Jeſt peradventure it might be ſaid by the Spaniard, 
thar che Pope of Rome had patronized an heretical Prince. 

In the mean time, Cuneus ſmelling from the Archbiſhop, moſt 
truſty ro the King, that the Kings mind was wholly pendulous 
(or doubr'ul, ) Reſolved, That he would move every ſtone, 
and apply his forces, that he might gain him to his party : Cer- 
tainly confiding , that he had a means prepared. For he had 
a command to offer a Cardinals Cap to the Lord Archbiſhop 
1n the name of the Pope of Rome, and that he ſhould allure him 
alſo with higher promiſes, that he might corrupt his ſincere mind. 
Yet a fitting occafion was never given, whereby he might inſinuate 
himſelf intro the Lord Archbiſhop. Free acceſs was to be gained 
by the Earl and Countels of 4 likewiſe Secretary W —— 
The interceſſion of all which being negle&ed, he did flie the 
company or familiaricy of Cuneus, worſe than the plague 2: He 
was likewiſe per{ſ{waded by others of no mean rank, well known 


to him, neither yer was he moved. 


7. An- 
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. Another alſo was aſſayed, who hindred acceſs to the deteſtable 
wickedneſs, Secretary Cook, he was a moſt bitter hater of the Jeſuits, 
whom he intercepred from accels to the King , he entertained many 
( of them) according to their deſerts, he diligently enquired into 
their factions; by which means every incitement , breathing a 
magnetical (arrractive) power to the Popiſh party, was inciteCtua] 
with him; for noching was fo dear unto him, that might incline 
him to wickednels. Hereupon being made odious to the Patrons 
of the Conſpiracy , he was endangered to be diſcharged from his 
Office ; it was laboured for three years {pace, and ar laſt obraincd. 

Yet notwithſtanding there remained on the Kiags part a knot 
hard to beuntied , for the Lord Arch-Biſhop , by his conſtancy, 
interpoled himlelti as a moſt hard rock. _ 

When Cuncrs had underſtood from the Lord Arch-Bithops part, 
that he had laboured in vain, his malice and the whole vocicties 
waxed boyling hot : foon after ambuſh<> began to ve prep 2d, 
wherewith the Lord Arch-Biſhop together with the ku, 1nould 
be taken. 

Likewiſe a ſentence is paſſed againſt the King (for woe lake 
all this buſinels is diſpoſed) becauſe nothing 1s hoped frora tum 
which might ſeem to promote the Popiſh Religion ; bur elpecially 
when he had opened his mind, thar he was of this opinion, Thar 
every one might be ſaved in his own Religion, ſo as he be an honeſt 
and pious man. 

8. Toperpetrate tne Treaſon undertaken , the criminal Execu- 
tion at Weſtminſter , cauſed by ſome Writings of Puritans, gave 
occaſion of the firſt Fire : which thing was ſo much exaſperited and 
exaggerated by the Papiſts ro the Puritans , that if it remained un- 
revenged , it would be thought a blemiſh to their Religion; The 
Flames of which Fire, the Scotch Book of Prayers increaſes , occa- 
tioned by it's alterations. 

9. In this heat, a certain Scotiſh Earl, called Maxfield, if I 
miſtake not, was expedired to the Scots by the Popiſh Party; with 
whom two other Scotiſh Earls, Papiſts, held corre{pondency : He 
was to ſtir up the People to Commortion , and rub over the injury 
afreſh , char he might enflame their minds, precipitare them to. 
Non, by which the hurtful diſturber of the Scotiſh Liberty might 

e {lain. 


ro. By this one labour, ſnares are prepared for the King ; for 
this purpole the preſent bulineſs was fo ordered , That very many 
of the Engliſh ſhould adhere to the Scots, That the King ſhould 
remain interiour in Arms, who (thereupon) ſhould be compelled 
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to crave aſſiſtance from the Papiſts, which yet he ſhould not obtain , 
unleſs he would deſcend unto conditions, by which he ſhould per- 
mit Univerſal liberty of the exerciſe of the Popiſh Religion ; for ſo 
the affairs of the Papiſts would ſucceed according to their delire. 
To which conſent , it he ſhould ſhew himſelf more difhculr, there 
{hould be a p:elent remedy at hand. The King is to be dif patched : 
For an {ndian Nut, {tufled with molt ſharp Poylon, is kept in the So- 
ciery (which Cunens ar that time ſhewed often ro me in a boaſting 
manner) wherein a Poylon was prepared for the King ; after the 
Example of his Father. | 

11. Inthis Scottiſh Commorion , the Marquels of Hamilton, often 
diſpatched to the Scots in the Name of the King , to interpole the 
Royal Aurhority , whereby the hear of minds might be mitigated, 
rccurned notwithitanding as often without fruit, and without ending 
the Bulincls : His Chaplain at that time repaired ro us , who com- 
municared {ome things ſecretly with Cuneus. Being demanded of 
mc in jelt, Whether allo the Jews agreed with the Samaritans ? Cuneus 
trhereunto anſwered ; Would to God all Miniſters were ſuch as he: 
What you will may be hence conjectured. 

12. Things ſtanding thus, there arrived ar London from Cardinal 
Richelicw , Mr. Thomas Chamberlaine , his Chaplain and Almoner, a 
Scot by Nation , who was to afliſt the College of the confederate 
Society , and lerioully to let forward the Buſineſs , to leave nothing 
unattrempred , whereby the firſt heat might be exaſperated. For 
which ſervice he was promiſed the reward of a Biſhoprick ; He 
cohabited with the Society four Months ſpace; neither was 1t 
lawful for him firlt :o depart, uncil things ſucceeding according to 
his wiſh , he might be able to return back again with good news. 

12. Sir Toby Matthew, a Jeſuited Prieſt, of the Order of Politici- 
ans, a moſt vigilant man of the chiet heads, ro whom a Bed was 
never ſo dear , that he would reſt his head thereon, refreſhing his 


Body with ſleep in a Chair for an hour, or two, neither day nor 


night ſpared his Machinations ; a Man principally noxious, and 
hiraſelf che Plague of the King and Kingdom of England ; a moſt 
impudent man, who flies to all Banquets and Feaſts , called or nor 
called ; never quiet, always in a&tion and perpetual morion ; 
thruſting himſelf into all Converſations of Superiours; he urgeth 
Conferences familiarly , that he may fiſh out the minds of Men; 
Whart ever he obſerverh thence, which may bring any commodity, 
or diſcommodity to the part of the Conſpirators , he communicates 
tothe Pope's Legat ; the more ſecret things he himſelf writes to the 
Pope, or to Cardinal Barbarini. In ſum, he adjoins himſelf to 


any 
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any mans company ; no word can be ipoken, that he will not lay 
hold on, and 2ccommuodate to his Party. Inthe mean time, what- 
ever he hath fiſhed our, he reduceth into a Catalogue , and cvery 
Summer carrieth it to the general Conliitory ot we Jeſtuts Politicks , 
which ſecretly meets rogether 1n the Province of Wales, where he 
is an acceptable ouelt. There Countels are {ecrerly hammered, 
which are moſt mect for the Convulſion of the Eccletialtic, and Po- 
litic Eſtate of both Kingdoms. 

14. Captain Read, a Scot, dwelling in Long-acre-ſtreet , near the 
Angel Tavern, a ſecular Jeſuit, wio for his deteitable ofhce pertormed 
(whereby he had perverted a certain Miniſter of the Church , wil 
ſecret incirements to the Popiſh Religion , with all his Fanuly, taking 
his Daughter ro W ifc) for a recompence, obtained a Kenr, or Impoſt 
upon Burter , which the Country People are bound to render to him, 
procured for him by ſome chiet men of the Sociery, who never 
want a ſpur, whereby he may be conſtantly detained in his Othce. 
In kis Houle the buſineſs of the whole Plot is concluded , where th 
Society, which hath conſpired againſt the King, the Lord Arch- 
Biſhop, and both Kingdoms, meet together , tor the moſt Part cyery 
day : Bur on the day of the Carriers (or Poſts) diſpatch, wit! is or- 
dinarily Friday , they meet in greater numbers ; tor con 31; ie In- 
relligencers aflemble, and conter in common, what tings every 


of them hach fiſhed our thar Week ; who, that they may 0 with- |

1 he Earl himicit, cailed now about three years fince , this year 
ought to go to Rome, without doubt to coniult there of {erious 
things concerning the Delign.

In all be 
actions, he 1s nothing :lerinnd to Sir Toby Matthew ; it cannot be ur- 
tered , how diligently | he watcheth on the buſineſs. 

His Sons are {ecretly inſtructed in the Popijh Religion ; openly, 
they proteſs the Reformed. The eldeſt is now to receive his 
Pataers Ofhce, under rue King which ſhall be. A Cardinal's 
Hart 1s provided for the other , if che Deſign ſhall ſucceed 
well. 

Above three Years pal, the {aid Mr..P—— was to be ſent away by 
the King to Marocco ; but he was mroſibited by the Sociery , leſt the 


bulinels Thould ſuffer dclay thereby. He 
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He is a Patron of the Jeſuits, for whom, for the exerciſe of 
Religion , he provides Chappels both at home and abroad. 
Secretary W— a molt fierce Papiſt , is the moſt untairhtul to the 


King of all men, who not only betrays and reveals even the King's 


greareſt ſecrets, but likewiſe communicates Counlels , by which 


the Deſign may be beſt advanced. He, ac leaſt thrice every Week , 
converſeth with the Legat in Nocturnal Conventicles, and reveals 
choſe things which he chinks fit ro be known ; for which end, he 
hired a Houſe near to the Legats Houſe , whom he otten reſorts to, 
through the Garden door ; for by this vicinity, che meeriug 15 ra- 
cilitated, 

The ſaid Secretary is bribed with Gifts to the Party of that con- 
jured Society , by whom he is ſuſtained , thar he may the more ieri- 


ouſly execute his Ofhce. 
He ſent his Son expreſly tro Rome, who was to inſ{inuate himſelf 


into the Roman Pontit. : 

Sir D— Sir W— Mr. M—- the younger , who hath been at 
Rome; my Lord S— a Coulen of the Earl of 4-— the Countels 
of N— the Dutcheſs of B-— and many others, who have 
ſworn into this Conſpiracy , are all moſt vigilant in the Deſign. 
Some of theſe are inticed with the hope of Court, others of Po- 
litical Offices ; Others atrend to the ſixteen Cardinals Caps that are 
vacant, which are therefore detained idle for ſome years , that they 
may impoſe a vain hope on thoſe who expect them. 

The Preſident of the aforeſaid Sociery was my Lord Gage, a 
Jeſuit Prieſt , dead above three years ſince. He had a Palace ador- 
ned with laſcivious Pictures, which counterfeiced Profaneneſs in 
the Houſe , but with them was palliated a Monaſtery , wherein 
forty Nuns were maintained, hid in ſo great a Palace : Ir is fituated 


in Queen-ſtreet , which the Statue of a Golden Queen adorns. The 


ſecular Jeſuits have bought all this Street, and have delign'd it into 
a Quadrangle, where a Jeſuitical College is built in private, with 
this hope , that it might be openly finiſhed , as ſoon as the univer- 
jal reformation was begun. 

The Pope's Legar uſerth a threefold Character or C:pher ; one 
of which he communicates with all Nuncues ; another, with Car- 
dinal Barbarini only, with athird, he covers ſome greater ſecrets 
to be communicated. 

Whatſoever things he either receiveth from the Society, or other 
Spies, thoſe he packs up together in one bundle , dedicated under 
this Inſcription ; To Monſzeur Stravio, Arch-deacon of Cambray : From 
whom at Faſt they are promoted to Rome. |

An ill Name is half a Conviction ; Q#o ſemel eſt imbuta recens, & naturam ex- 
pellas furca licet, are the Jeſuits Morals: Plot, Contrivance, and Cruelty are 
ſo much the Eſſential Attributes of Feſuitiſm, as if like ſo many Remuleſſes and 
Remnuſſes they had ſuckt the Milk of Wolves rather than of Chriſtian Mothers, 
that when you hear of Plots and Deſigns againſt Kings and Princes, you may be 
aſlur'd what fort of Cyclops were the Forgers of ſych Conſpiracies. 
Neither is this bare Allegation, 'but Hatter of Faif, there being nothing more 
frequently taught, nor more frequently practisd, than the rebellious Principles 
of the Jeſwrs and thezr Adherents, How abomipably the Reigas of ſeveral of 
our Princes here in Exglavd has been.peſter'd with this Generation of Pipers and 
Blood-ſuckers , the Penal Statutes ofthe Kingdom, and the utter Expulſion of 
the Popifh Priefts and. Jeſuits out of the Nation, are convincing Evidences. And 
as to their Behaviour in other Countries, take this following Account.  . 
| Firſtthen it is a.faxt* maſt trryeand yndoubted,. That & Fucauw in Nature 
may beas ſoon allow 'd, as that there is any Court of King or Prince where theſe 
Jeſuits do not ſwarm and abound, 'if they can but creep io at the leaſt Creviſs. 
To come to particulars, we will' begin with” Portugal, a Kingdom altogether 
acknowledging the Papal FuriſditFion xs 
In the Year 1578. the Feſuits perſwaded Sebaſtian King of that Kingdom, to 
undertake that Fatal-Expedition into Africa, 'tq theend that by his ruin they 
Aight transfer the Kingdom to the Dominion of the Spaniard. The Succeſs an- 
ſwer'd their Expectation, for Sebaſtiaz being cut..off, together with his Son, 
and the greateſt part of the Portugal Nobility, preſently Philip King of Spaiz 
prepares, to.1nvade Port#gal! with two. powerful Armies : But well knowing 
how little Right he had on his fide, and how mnchy he ſhould becenſur'd 2s well 
in /faly as in Portugal for fich an Action, he began to maks:ir -a Point of Con- 
(cience , and referr'd his Scruples to be diſculs'd by the Jeſuits and Franciſtans in 
che Colledge of Alcanes de Henares, and of them he deſires to know, Whether 
if it wore apparent that he had a Right tothe Crown of Portugal by the Death 
of Henry, he were not oblig'd in Conſcience to ſubmit himſelf to ſome Tribunal, 
that ſhould adjudge the Kingdom to him. Secondly, Whether if the Portugals 
ſhould 
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ſhould refuſe to admit him for their King before the difference were decided be- 
tween the Competitors, he might not by force of Arms Inveſt himfelf in the 
Kingdom by his own Authority, To which the Feſwits and Pranc:cans made 
anſwer, That Philip was bound by notye of Conſcience to ſubje&t himlelf to 
the Will of another, but might a& as he ſaw fitting by his own Authority. 
Which flattering Sentence of thoſe irreligious Cufwzſts being approved by ?hzlip, 
he preſently began the War. In the heat of which War, the Feſu:ts were they 
that would have betray'd the chiefeſt of the Azores Iflands to the Sparrards, 
which ſoincens'd the People, that ſome would have had chem rry'd for their 
lives, others would have had them and their Colledge burnt together. 

In France, Joane Albret Queen of Navarr, was poyloned with a pair of Pers 
fumed Gloves, at the procurement of the Jeſwits, for being the Patroneſs of 
thoſe of the Reformed Religion. | 

T hat Rebellious League ofthe Gu:zes againſt Henry the Third of France, was 
carried on and promoted by the Feſuits, both at Pars and other places: Inſo- 
much, that when the League got ſtrength and began to appear, the Jeſuits 
making a wrong uſeof their Power of Confefſing and Abſolving, would Ab- 
ſolve none that profeſſed themlſetves obedient SubjeRs to the King. This un- 
fortunate Prince was not only harraſs'd and ' tormented by this Villanous and 
Jeſuitical League , not ou driven out of his- chief City, but at length at the 
Inſtigation of the Jeſw:ts, ſtabb'd and murder'd by a Dominican Monk, by them 
procur'd. The Murder was alſo applauded by Pope Sixt#s the Fifch, in a long 
Oration ſpoke in a full Confſiſtory of Cardinals in theſe words : That 4 Monk 
(faith he) ſhould kill the unfortunate King of France in the midſt of his Army, was 4 
rare, noble, and memorable Aff, And a little further; This A7, faith he, was 
done by the Providence of God, defign'd by the Inſpiration of the Holy Ghoft , a far _ 
greater Act than that of Judith , who ſlew Holoferrtes. Exprethons rather be- 
coming the Mouth of a Devil, than of a Vicar of Chriſt. 

After him Hezry the Fourth was firſt attempted by Barrier, exhorted and 
confirm'd in the lawfulneſs of the Fact by Farada the Jeſuir, and others of the 
ſame Gang, Secondly by John Caſtell, at the Inſtigation of Gueret and Gnig- 
zard, both Feſuits : And Francis Verona the Feſuit, publitht an Apology in vindi- 
cation and juſtification of the Fact: And laſtly, murder'd out-right by Francis 
Ravaillac a great Diſciple of the Jeſwizs, And for no worle Pranks than theſe, 
they were baniſhed out of Frazce by Decree of Parliament , As Corrapters of 
Youth, Diſturbers of the public Peace, and Enemies to the King and Kinzdom, Truly 
_ honourable CharaQters for thoſe that pretend to be of rhe Society of 
Jeſus. BE,  F4 x » 

The Yezetiazs expell'd them upon this occaſion:: The Senate obſerving that 


the Eccleſiaſtics, eſpecially rhe Jeſuits, began ro engroſs Lands and Houſes of 


their Territories under the pretence of Legacies,to the great damage of the Pub- 
licIncome, cthoughr it convenient to put a ſtop to this Feſuttical Engrofiment , 
and provide by Law that Eccleſiaſtical Perſons ſhould not poſlels all the Term- 
poral Eſtates in their Territories to- themſelves, but give leave for others to 
ihare with them, is being pornrey againſt the Conſtitution of their Order, 
and the Inſtitution of Chriſt their Founder, The Jeſwits rook this in great 

dudgeon, and wrote to Pope Paul the Fifth abour ir. i fs — 
The VYexetians being fummon'd to anſwer , would nor relinquiſh their Right, 
Protefting wirhal, that-they had the Supreme Juriſdiftion in their own Terri- 
tories, and conſequently to make-Laws , and that the Pope had nothing todo 
with them in thoſe Matters. Upon which Anfwer, the Pope thunders out 
his Excommunication. The Duke-and Senate by public Decree condemn the 
| ExXCcom- 
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Excommunication as unjuſt and invalid ; which done, they call the whote | 


Body of their Clergy, and to them declare how Afﬀairs ſtood. The elder lorc 
take part with the Commonwealth, and maintain the Argument againſt the 
Pope in writing, among whom Pawlzs Vencius was molt eminently Signal : 
The Jeſwits not enduring the kneenels of his Reaſons, hire two Kuffrans, and 
upon the fifth of October, 1607. (et them to allafſinate Paulus Venetus, who 
thioking they had done his work. left him for dead, and fled away. This was 
ſomething near Sir Edmundbury Goafreys Cale. The Senate hearing this, by a new 
Law baniſh the Feſwits for ever out of their Territories, and cut them off from 
all hope of ever returning : And this was their Fortune in Yezzce. 

In the year 1609. the Bohemians made a Complaint to the Emperour againſt 
the Jeſuits, for the ſame Encroachments of which the Yexctians had acculed 
them before, deſiring of Ceſar that they might no longer be permitted to trant- 
fer and tranſlate into their own poſſeſſion ſuch ample Patrimonies, under pre- 
tence of Donations and Legacies, as they did continually. Of which when 
the Emperour took little notice, they were by the Bohemian States themlelves 
in the year 1618. utterly expelled out of that Nation tor ever, with theſe 
Characers : 1. That they were laviſh Waſters of the Public Peace and Tran- 
quility of the Nation. 2, That they endeavour'd to ſubject all Kingdoms and 
Nations to the Power of the Pope. 3. That they did nothing bur ſet the Ma- 
oiſtrates together by the Ears. 4. "That they made particular Advantage of 
Confeſſions, to thedeſtrudtion of the people : with many other Crimes of the 
ſame nature. ED | 

The ſame year they wereexpell'd.out of Moravia tor the ſame Reaſons ; and 
the next year out of Hungarip for the lame Caules. In Szleſia alſo a Decree 
was made, Thar the Jeſuits ſhould not enter that Province upon pain of Death, 
as being the onely means to preſerve peace in the Nation. 

As to other Yillanies in Potaud, a Polonian Knight, himſelf a Papiſt, in an O- 
ration by him made 1n a full Aſſembly of the Polonzar Nobility, declares, That 
Cracow the moſt Famous City of Poland, and Ornament of the Kingdom, was 
ſo plagu'd by the Feſuirs, that ſeveral good men, though Cathelicks, affirmed, 
That they would rather live.in the Woods among wild Beaſts, than abide in 
the City. Onetime among the reſt, theſe Jeſwts having brought their Con- 
ſpiracy to perfection, brake into the molt ancient Monument of Antiquity in 
the City, and to the great danger of the whole City, ſet it on Fire, as being 
granted to the Evangeltcs by Conſent of the King, and States of the Kingdom. 

' In Poſnania another great City of the fame Kingdom, they'ſet Fire on the 

Church belonging to thoſe of the 4»u2yſtaz Confeſſion, and committed ſo many 

Inſoleacies without Controul, that the Nobility refus'd to meet at the Dyet 

ſhortly after to be held at Warſaw,; relolving; to repair further off to Lublin, for 

' the redrels of theſe Mildemeanours. Neither indeed.was there any thing more 

 grievouſly burdenſom to-that, Kingdom than the-Pride and Avarice of thoſe 
_ Miſcreants, TIES RENEE HE 

In Muſcovy, upon the Death of the Greet Duke Baſilowich, the Jeſuits ſet up 
one Demetrius againſt the lawful Heir, who had made them large Pro- 
miles, if he obtain'd the Dukedom. Thereupon by the. help of theſe Jeſvits, 
the ſaid Demetrius gets Aid. from the King of Poland, which was not onely 
the Occaſion of a great War in-Muſcovy, but had like to have coſt chem the 
Alteration of their Laws, and loſs of their ancient Cuſtoms-and Priviledges, 
had they nor prevented it by a.deſperate Attempr upon the Impoſtor, and pur 
him to Death ; ſurrounded with Impoſtors and Jeſuits. -_ En 

The Tranſilvarians publicly and with one Conlent laid all the Cauſe of their 

Miſeries 
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- Miſcries and Calamiries, upon the Subtilties and Contrivances of the Jeſuits, 


tor which rcalon by a Public Decree of the States of that Province, they were 
Ejetcd our of the limits of their Territories. Nevertheleſs they (ecretly fo- 
mented the Ruin of that Country, and were the reaſon that S127ſmmnad Bathor 
involv'd himſelf in War and Trouble, and at length died an inglorious and 
miſerable Death. 

By their Contrivance allo Stephez Potskz, Prince of Traxſilvania, oppoſing 
their Bloody Sci, was put out of the way, as they call it, by Poyſon, in the 
Year FOOTe . 2. 

In Styri4 and Cariutha, Provinces of Germany, they NCVCETC left till they had 
voided thoſe Provinces of all the Inhabitants of the Reformed Relig10n, 

In Holland, they never lett till they faw the Blood of 14 z/{ram Prince of Orange, 
{pilt by the rraytcrous Hand of 54/7h.far Gerard, a Burgundian and Diſciple of 
their own. 

The ſame Attempts d1d Peter de Tour, and other Kwſfrans make upon the per- 
fon of 2fanrice his SON, a brave and Martial Prince, and all at the Inſtigation 
of the Jeſnits, thole /nſatiable Sous of BLOOD and PERDITION. 
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Diſlenting Proteſtants, 


From being 4uthors of the ReBeLiion againit the 


laze KING, and Plotters of Treaſon againſt His MajEsTyY 
now Reigning. 


Ny rn, then no Corner of Exrope has bcen free from the Plots and Conſpira- 
cies of theſe Jeluitical Fiends,tt would be a kind of Crime and ſleepy Deſer- 
tion of our own Safety, to {ufter our ſelves to be charm'd by the Deluſions of 
Infinuating Libels and Rumors of Fresbyterian Plots, ro miſtruſt the Truth of 
the continu'd Jeſuirical Contrivances againlt the Kingdom. Neither can they be 
thought the beit Subjects of Ex2/azza,who are lo willing to Gratifie the Popeye: 
Party, by giving Credence to ſuch idle Surmizes which they can have lo little 
ground to believe, The Fc{ai75 have committed a great piece of Y:{azy in this 
Nation ; they have attempted the Lite of the King, and have been Plotting ro 
ſubvert the Eſtabliſhed Religion of the Kingdom, and now they would throw 
It upon the Pre-brterians : Which is a Fourbery lo plain, that common Senlc 
and Policy may eaſily diſcover the full intent and meaning of it : And there- 
fore it is fairly to be hop'd, rhat neither Presb3terians, nor any other Prote3taut 
Diſſenters will be fo Unchriſtian-lke Dilloyal, as to receive any _—_— 
| H | rom 
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from theſe Calumnies ; but rather unite againſt the Commer Enemy, from whom 
they can expect no more Mercy, than the (evereſt Champion of Eprſcopacy can 
hope for. | &. 7 

But you will ſay, the Presbyterians are not accus'd of any Debign to bring in 
Popery, but miraculouſly diſcover'd, as the Authors of a Plot ro fet up the 
Claſſes of their own Eccleſiaſtical Government. Well ! it it were fo, they 
were the arranteſt Bunglers of Plotters that ever plotted Miſchief in this 
World : For I do not find their Plot to be abovea years ſtanding; And it was 
2a Plot that was driven on out of pure Kindneſs to the Papiſts. For the Presby- 


zterians underſtanding that the Papifs, (their /mcarnate Enemtes ) were under a 


Premunire, as being accuſed of Treaſon and Conſpiracy againſt the KING and 
Kingdom ; They therefore would needs enter into a Plot, which they would 
ſ9 order as to be diſcover'd a Twelve-month after, to eaſe the Pap/ts of the Load 
they groan'd under. So that as conſidering the time, 1t fell out moſt con- 
foundedly unluckily, that the Presbyterians ſhould conceal this Plot from the 
Papiſts, till fo many good, honeſt, pious and loyal Prreffs of Baa, and Sons of 
Belial were hang'd, which would never have been done, had there been the 
leaſt Inkling given of the Meal-Tub in ſeaſon. But when the Names of the 
Perſons came to be ſeen that were to be Actors 1n this Presbyterian Tragedy, then 
to the Laughter of the whole World, there never appear'd ſuch a Dow-bak'd 
Plot out of a Meal-Tub ſince the Creation, to bring ſo many Great Men plot- 
ting againſt their own proſperity and enjoyments; ſo many wiſe and 
politic States-men, by whom the Nation has been fo long ſteer'd, to be Plot- 
ers and Conſpirers againſt their own Preſervation. Thele are Plots of ſuch a 
ſtrange Nature, that if they could be thought reall, they would occaſion the 
unhinging of the whole Frame of Order and Government, while it were im- 
poſſible for Honour, Probity, and Reputation to remain upon the Earth. Obe- 
dience and Allegiance to Government are grounded either upon Religion, or 
Moral Vertue , or if theſe two fail, there 1s a neceſſity which obliges the ordi- 
nary fore-{ight of Prudence. | 
Againſt theſe Ambition or Revenge are the only Combatants ; but neither 
Ambition nor Revenge can bear ſo great a (way 1n perſons that underſtand the 
Intrigues of Policy, or the more myſterious management of Prudence, as to 
delude them into Plots and Conſpiracies where there is no proſpe& of a ſecure 
Change. The Presbyterians are aort of people wary and deliberate : Neither 
are their Tenents, which had their riſe and beginnings from men whom the 
Papiſis themſelves confeſs to have been men of great Learning, Eloquence, and 
Exemplary Lives, of that Crimſon Conſtitution, as to prompt them to lay 
the Foundations of their Hierarchy in Blood and Maſſacre ; or {o deeply to 
wound the Reputation of the Proteſtant Religion, by the clandeſtine Treachery 
and ſecret Contrivances of Diſloyalty. For as for that Deſign of the Huzueners 
under Frarxcts the Second, King of Fraxce, of which the Prince of Conde , and the 
Admiral Co/ignz were ſaid to be Chief, that was no Deſign againſt the Life or 
Perſon of the King, but againſt the exorbitant Pride of the Guiſes, Duke and Car- 
ainal, who were at the ſame time Paprſts,and were themſelves contriving to take 
away the Lite of the young King, and tranſlate the Royal Dignity into their 
own Family, Neither could the Civil Wars of France be ſaid to be the Re- 
bellion of the Hugozets : But a War of the Queen Regents, and the two Gaſes 
own weaving, whilethey all ſtrove to preſerve their own Authority. And the 
(Queen Regert her ſelf was the firſt that caus'd the Prince of Code to take Arms, 
as fearing the G«:ſes would wreſt the Government out of her hands, by recom- 
mending to his Protection the young King Charles the Ninth her Son, her Self, 
and 
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and the Kingdom. Nay they were ſo far from being Rebels to their King, 
that they joyn'd with the Catholiques for the Recovery of Hanre out of the hands 
of Queen Elizabeth , who had been their Friend : And though the Admiral and 
Danaelot were not at the Siege, for fearof being taxed by the Queen of Ingra- 
ritude, yet they ſent both their Forces and Friends. Some indeed juſtly de- 
{crved to be blamed for the violence of their Conduct in the late Wars ; bur it 
is a Queſtion, of which ſome make no doubt, whether thoſe Violences were not 
occalion'd by the Papifls 1n Maſquerade, who well knew how to intermix them- 
{elves both in their Counlels and Actions; whether they did not ſtand behind 
the Scene and prompt thoſe Sons of Jehu? Whether they did not pour Oyl up- 
on thoſe Flames 2 For it appears that the Presbyterians ( if Names of diſtinction 
may be us'd among people of the ſame Religion) were the firſt that relented, 
as is evident by Vores of Addreſſes, and their Treaty at the Je of #ight, not 
broke off by them, but by One that was playing his own Game, and medita- 
ting the deſtruction both of his Sovereign and them too: Who having made 
his £x:7, they then confidered what ill Phaerons they had been before, and 
return'd the more skilful Phebs the Reins of his Chariot again. But that you 
may know that *tis an old Dog-trick of the Papifts to play the Devils Incarnate, 
and Jay their moſt wicked Actions upon the Innocent ; I will repeat this 
ſhort Story out of one of tlie choiceſt Frexch Hiſtorians, and a Catholique to boot. 
The Queez Regent of France having long delignd the Deſtruction of the Pro- 
zeſtants 1n France, and of all the chief Heads of the reformed Religion ; and a- 
mong the reſt of Admiral Colzgni, the Life and Soul of the whole Party, projets 
the Execution, with the Aſſiſtance of the Duke of Azjo#, the Counts of Tavares 
and Raix, and the Chancellor Biragze, and eaſily drew in the young King, 
whom they made believe that there was no lafety ſo long as thoſe perſons were 
alive, and the young Gurſes were as ready as the ro revenge their Fathers Death, 
As for the King of Navar, they had ſoorder'dit, that he was to be marry'd at 
Paris at that time, and thar brought the Prince of Cozde to the City. But the 
Admiral more wary kept aloof, till the King had begun the War with Sp4iz 
in the Zow Countries, which the Admiral had fo patſionately defir'd, and of 
which the King and Queen Regent, had aſlur'd him the Management. Then 
hecame an end, ſeeing the War begun, and two of his own Favourites, Nowe 
and Gezlis, atthe Head of ſome thouſands in Flanders. And theſe three Great: 
Perſonages, the King'of Navarr, the Prince of Conde, and the Admiral Co- 
lizni, brought ſuch Trains after them, as throng'd all Paris with the Flower 
of all the Proteſtant Nobility and Gentry of Frazce: Who being all thus wirh- 
in the Net, Orders were given to make a general Slaughter of all without di- 
ſtinction, excepting the King of Navarr, and the Prince of Coxde. Hence pro- 
cecded that Horrible Maſſacre in the Year 1572. which laſted for ſeven Days 
together, to the deſtruction of above 5000 perlons of all Ages and Sexes, and 
among theſe above 600 Perſons of Quality. | 

After this Deluge of Blood, and that the Queen had ſent the Head of Coligzy 
Embalnv'd as a Preſent to the Pope, the 2xeex Regent had contriv'd to lay the 
Load of all the committed Impiety upoa the G#:iſes, who were Captains of the 
Maſſacre, believing that the 2/9xmoraxcies would certainly ſeek to revenge the 
Admirals Death upon them : So that while thoſe two Factions ruin'd and de- 
ſtroy'd one another, ſhe might have all the Power in her own hands, and rule 
according to her own Will. But the Gazſes being aware of this Deſign, and 


| having the Catholique Nobility, the Duke of Montpexſter, and the Pariſians on 


their lide, caus'd the Queen to change her Note; and thereupon ſhe caus'd , 
the King to write abroad, That all was done to prevent the deteſtable Con- 
ipiracy 
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ſpiracy ofthe Admiral and his Confederates, againſh his Life and Royal Fa- 
mily. Thereupon there was a Court of Juſtice ereted , wherein the Ad- 
miral was Condemn'd, and after they had murder'd him, Executed again in 
Effigies, his Goods Confiſcated , and his Children degraded : And the better 
to colour this, two poor innocent Gentlemen that had elcaped the Maſſacre, 
were apprehended for ſaving their Lives, Briquemaut , and Armand de Co- 
vagnes, as his Accomplices, condemn'd to the {ame puniſhment, and cxe- 
cuted accordingly. 

Thus what theſe did, our late Plotters would have done: We may then 
ſay to all Proteſtants in general, Felices Agricole ſua ft bona norint, Happy would 
they be, would they but know their own ſtrengrh, Would they but make the 
right ule of theſe wicked Contrivances of their Enemies, and laying aſide all 
froward Puuitilio's of private Opinions, joyn unanimouſly againſt the common 
Adverſary. For if it be a Maxim fallly argu'd againſt, t hat Peaceand Diverli- 


ty of Religions cannot be preſerved in the ſame Nation, as the Ambaſſadors of 


the Germaze Princes urg'd to Charles the Ninth of Fraxce , much more truly 
may it be ſaid, thart lictle matters of difference between perſons of the ſame 


Religion can be no impediment to their Union and Conformity. 


But further to clear the Diſſenting Proteſtants, I ſhall here add. a perfect Nar- 
ration of the Management and Contrivance of the Jeſuits, to render the greater 
part of the principal Men in this 'Kingdom, as well thoſe of the Church of 
England, as the Diſſenters, obnoxious to the Government, thereby utterly to 
ruin them and the Proteſtant Religion, which Deſizn God of his infinite Goodneſs 
has been pleaſed to bring to Confuſion, and the Inſtruments thereof through 
the ſame Divine Providence, we hope ſhortly to ſee brought to Condign Pu- 


niſhment.

T* late PLOT of the Romiſh Prieſts and Jeſuits for murdering His 


PAPERS NY 


Majeſty, ſubverting the Governmeat and Proteſtant Religion, and 
introducing Popery, being proved by undeniable Evidences and Cir- 
cumſtances ; the cunning Feſ#:ts thought it their belt way ( ſince 

peoples Eyes were too open to be made believe there was mo PLOT) to-con- 
teſs there was a Plot, and to aggravate it too; but withal to uſe their utmoſt 
Skill toprove, That this Plot was not a Popiſh- Plot,” as was generally believed, 
but a pure Deſign of the Presbyterians, and other Diſſenters from the Proteſtant 
Church of Er2/and, to ruin the Zoyal Roman Chatholiques, whilſt indeed them- 
ſelves were the Conſpirators; who ( whereas they gave out rhat the Papiſts in- 
tende:] by murdering the King, ec. to bring in ropery) really intended by 
killing His Majeſty, to Introduce Presbytery and a Commonwealth , and' fo at 
one Blow ſubvert the Government both in Church and State, and then to ſer 
up a new one of their own under the Name of Conſervators of the Liberties of 
| England: And for this purpoſe they had ſecretly given out Commiſſions for 
railing an Army, the principal Officers whereof were ſuch Perſons who ſeem- 
&d to have the greateſt ſhare in the Peoples Aﬀections. 
This Deſign being agreed to by theſe Helliſh Miſcreants, all poſſible Dili- 
gence was uſed to bring it to Execution ; and for this purpoſe they drew up 
the Scheme of a Government they — to Impeach ſeveral of the "_ 
oyal 
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Loyal Nobility and Gentry, and the whole Body of Diſſenting Proteſtants, of 


conſpiring. This being done, they began to form Letters of jntelligence COn- 
cerning this Presbytcrian Plot, and allo ro provide themſelves with Perſons to 
Swear tor the Truth of their Allegations. To this end Mrs, Celer (a zealous 
Papiſt, and Midwife to the Lady Powz, and other Roman Catholic Ladies ) 
procures the Enlargement of one willonghby , alias Dangerfiela, alias Thomas, 
alias Day, who had been a Prifoner in Newgate abour {ix Weeks, and had been 
Convicted once ar Sal/zbury Aﬀizes, ( where he was fined Five pounds, and 
ſentenced to ſtand Fhree ſeveral rimes 1n the Pillorv, which he did twice, and 
then brake Prilon and elcaped ; ) and twice at the O0/a Bazlcy, for uttering falle 
Guineys, ( where for the firft Offence he was fined Fifty pounds, and tor the 
ſecond he got His Majeſties Pardon. ) He was no ſooner releaied from New- 
oate, but he was Arreſted and thrown into the Counter, from whence by 
the means of Banniſter and Scarlet ſhe got him removed to the King's-Bench , 
where (after ſome fruitleſs attempts to get ſome Papers relating to-Captain 
Bedlow from one Strode a Priſoner there) he-was furnithed with Money by the 
five Lords in the Tower, vt. the Lord Bellaſis , the Lord Pows, the Lord Petre, 
the Lord Arundel, and the Lord Stafford, (Mrs. Celler allo giving him 57.) to 
Compound all his Debts, ec. Before Mrs. Celer would dilcharge him from 
Newzate, ſhe made tryal of his Wit, by ordering him to draw up Articles ac- 
cording as the dirg&ed, againſt Captain Richardſoz, which he perform'd to her 
liking, and confirm her ingghe Choice the had made of his being a fit perſon 
to-carry on the Deſizzed Plat. (The general Eſteem rhe Conſpirators had of 
him is evident by the Truſt they repoled in him, for though they had ſeveral 
Others to carry on their New Plot, yet he appears to have the chief Manage- 
ment of it. | : 

Being now ſufticiently provided with Inſtruments to execute their Damna- 
ble Deſigns, thus Dzygerfield was recommended to His Majeſty by a Great Per- 
longs bne :who was much concerned in a Pldt of.the Presbyterians aguntſh 
Life and Government , and that from time,to time he would make difcoyery 
thereof. Thus they endeavoured to inlinuate into His Majefties Mind a belief 
of the Plor, that he might not be ſurpriz'd at the Diſcovery they intended 
to* make. ; | 

Another ofthe intended Actors in this Tragedy, was Thomas Conrtees, once 
a Clerk to Sir wiliam Buckral, one of the Exciſe Farmers, then a Servant to 
Mr. Hezry Nevil, and after to a worthy Member of Parliament ; from whoſe 


Service, he fell into a lewd courſe of life : But being thought a Man fit for the | 


Defignin hand, he was entertained for one of the Witneſſes. This Perſon 


was very induſtrious in promoting a Belief of: this Presbyterian Plot, for being | 


well acquainted with Mrs. Bradtey, who keeps the Houſe called Heaven in Old 
Palace-Yard ; and there being a Club of ſeveral honeſt Gentlemen kept at her 
Houle, he deſired her to bring him into their Company, which ſhe promiled 
ro endeavour. Diſcourling with her about the late Plot, he told her, that it 
would ſhortly appear to be a Plot of the Presbyterians, and that they were pri- 


vately giving out Commiſſions for raiſing an Army : Whereupon the demand- | 
ed, who gave out the Commiſſions, to which he replyed, it was Mr. Blood; | 


and added further, That if ſhe would uſe her Intereſt with Mr. Blood, to get 3 


Commiſſion for him, rhough ir were but for an Enſign, he would give her | 
t00/. and told her alſo that he ſhould get 50007. by ir, Mrs. Bradley told | 


ehis to Mr. Blood, who fearing the Conſequence, acquainted His Majeſty there- 
with, and from Him received Encouragement ro make a further Inquiry into 


this Matter, Mer, Blo-d hereupon deſired the Woman to keep ſtill her Correſ- | 
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pondency with Courtzes , and if poflible to tind out the Myſtery of this Buſineſs. 
Courtees Came leveral times afterwards to the Houſe, and dilcourſed freely 
with her about the before-mentioned Matter, and told her, that he knew ſeven 
or cight perſons who were employed upon the fame account as he was. 

But that which follows put a ſtop to his proceedings, and made theſe. wick- 
ed Agents carry themlelves more warlly. 

The Jeſ#it5 thought it not ſufficient ro throw.ghe Plot upon the Presbyterians, 
unlels they could likewile bring off the Eviden&e that had ſworn againſt them, 
and by getting them to recant, put their Innocency out of Queſtion. For this 
purpole Mr. D«24ale, one of the Kings Evidence, is attempted by one Mrs. 
Price, (for whom it is ſaid Mr. Du2dale had formerly ſome kindnels ; ) ſhe 
warily diſcovers her Deſign, and he as warily entertains it ; and after ſome 
Treaty, one Mr. Te»vorough appears 1n the Cale, They promis'd Mr. Dugdale 
a great Sum of Money, upon condition that he would Recant what he had 
Sworn, and S1gn a Paper, which they had ready drawn up to this effec. 


Being touched with a True Remorſe of Conſeience, and an hearty Sorrow for the 
Great Evil Thave done, in appearing as a Witneſs againſt the Catholicks, and there 
ſpeaking that which in my own Conſcience Iknow to be far from the Truth; I think 
FT, ſelf bound in Duty to God, to Many andfor the ſafety of my own Soul, to make 4 
true Acknowledgment, how 1 was draws into theſe wicked Actions , but being well 
ſatisfied that Tſhall create my ſelf many powerful Enemies upon this account, 1 have 
retired my ſelf to aplace of Safety, where 1will with my own hand diſcover the great 
Wrong that jn.zs been done the Cathelicks, and hope it may gatn Belief: I do likewiſe 
Protest before Almighty God, that 1 have no Motive to Induce me to this Confeſſion, 
bat a True Repentance for. the Miſchicfs that 7 have done, and do hope that God Al- 
mighty will forgive me, 


Having done tlus, they told him he might immediately withdraw himſelf 
beyond the Seas 1nto Spazr, where he ſhould be honourably entertained, during 
his ſtay there, which ſhould be no longer than till they had brought their De- 
{igas to their defired End, and then he ſhould be recalled, and have both Riches 
and Honour conferr'd upon himas a Reward for faithfully ſerving the Catho- 
lick Intereſt, Mr. Dugaale eerned willing to agree to their Propoſals, ( though 
at the ſame time he acquainted ſeveral honeſt Gentlemen of every particular 
that paſſed) if the Reward could be aſcertained to him ;. but as tor the two 
Fropolers he would nor take their Security for it z whereupon they offered the 
Security of a Forein Ambailador, bur he told them that he thought him a Per- 
lon not fit for Security, becauſe he might ſuddenly be commanded home. and 
then he could have no remedy againſt him. Then they propoſed leveral others, 
whole Security they ſaid he need not queſtion ; bur ſtill he found a plauſible 
Excuſe; his Deliga being onely to gain time, that he might make a further 
Diſcovery who ſer them on work. His Delays created a Jealouſie in them, 
that he never intended to an{wer their Deſires; whercfore leaſt he ſhould dil- 
cover this Treaty, and render them liable to puniſhment, ( as it happened in 
Mr. Readings Cale) they were relolved to begin with him firſt; and by the 
afſiftance of a great Perſon, a Complaint was made againſt Mr. Dugdale, That 


' he offered for a Sum of Money to Recant his Evidence, and that he would 


have Signed luch a Paper as betore-mentioned ; adding withal, that it was 2 
lamentahle thing to conſider how much Blood had been ſhed upon ſuch Evi- 
dence. Upon this Mr, D«zdale was ſummoned before the King and Council, 
where giving a full Relation of the Afﬀair, and having thoſe Gentlemen _ 
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whom he had all along acquainted with the Intrigue to prove what he ſaid; 
and it plainly appearing, that Mrs. Price and Mr. 1esbrough had endeavoured to 
take off the Kings Evidence, they were both committed to {ate Cuſtody. This 
it was that alarm'd Covrtees, 

Mr. Daxgerfield in this time had been employed to murder the Earl of Shafts- 
bary, which he twice attempted, but could not meet with an opportunity, 
the Earl refuſing to ſpeak in pyvate with him; which he urged, under pre- 
tence that he had ſomething to reveal to his Lordſhip of great Concern to his 
Lordſkips Perſon. He waited on his Lordſhip by the Name of Day, and weat 


armed with a Dagger, which he received from Mrs. Ce/zer , ro whom three _ 


or four were brought by Mr. &/gauz, To perform this Murther, he was pro- 
 miſed 5004. by the Lords Pows and Arwiael, (the Lord Arundel giving him 
then 10 Guineys ) and encouraged by the Lady Abergaveny, Lady Powers, Mrs; 
Cellier, and others, and his Conteſſor Sharp conjur'd him to ſtab him with all 
poſlible ſpeed. After his firſt diſappointment, they adviſed him to tell the 
Earl that he was 1n danger of being Impeached for High Treaſon, and that from 
Letters under his own hand; and that when he ſhould find himſelf in the 
Tower, he would have caule to repent that he had refuſed tro hear what he had 
to tell him. Theſe Inſtructions he followed, and told his Lordſhip that his 
Servants had Copied out his Letters, from whence would be drawn Matter 
to form an Impeachment: But the Earl would not be Wheadled by this to give 
him a private Audience, and thereby adminiſter ro him an opportunity of ta- 
king away his Life ; but askt him which of his Servants they were that had 
Copied out his Letters: To which Daxgerfield replyed, That he knew nor. 
Thea the Earl anſwered, That he knew thar all he faid was falſe, for that if 
his Letters were made known to all the World, there would not be found Mat- 
ter ſufficient to endanger the leaſt Hair of his Head, much leſs to form an Im- 
peachment. Whereupon Dangerfie/d told him, That if that was his Lordlhips 
Opinion, he would rake his leave ; and ſo departed, leaving his Lordſhip a 
little jealous of his Intentions. 

The Lady Powis would have perſwaded him upon a Third Attempt, which he 
reſuſing, ſhe ſtruck him gently on the Hand with her Fan, calling him Cow- 
hearted Fellow, telling him, ſhe would do it her felt, but Mrs. Ce/{zey told her, 
that ſhould not be, for She would perform it. In order to which, the very 
next day ſhe went armed with a Dagger, to wait upon his Lordſhip, who re- 
ceived her very civilly ; but being made more wary than formerly, by Danger- 

fields laſt carriage, he ſtritly obſerv'd her, and perceiving her fumbling abour 
her Pocket, betwixt Jeſt and Earneſt, he clapt his hands upon hers, and there 
held them, pleaſantly drolling with her till ſhe was ready to depart; but ſhe 
was not gone (o far as the Door, before ſhe offer d to return, which his Lord- 
ſhip obſerving , ſtept to her again, and clapping his hands upon hers, quite 
daſht her out of Countenance ; 1o that ſhe departed withour attempring further. 
Thus was his Lordſhip thrice, by Divine Providence, miraculouſly preſerved 
from the bloody hands of Papi/ts. 

The Plot being now ripe for Execution, and Treaſonable Letters ready 
written, to be conveyed into the Cuſtody of fuch Perſons they intended to Ac- 
cuſe. and two or more Witneſles prepared to ſwear the Delivery and Receit 
of ſuch Letters or Commiſſions againſt every man in their black Liſt ; Darger- 

field under the Name of Thomes , takes a Lodging in Ax-Yard in Weſtminſter, 
(pretending himſelf a Country-Gentleman ) where lay one Colonel 24a»ſcl, 
whoſe Chamber he ſoon made himſelf acquainted with, and therein conveyed 
about Nineor Ten of the aforeſaid Treaſonable Letters, ſuperſcribed to ſeveral 


honeſt 


td 
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honeſt Gentlemen and Perſons of Quality, ſome of which were Favourers of 
the Difſenting Froteſtants: When he had ſo done, he informed ſome of the 
officers belonging to the Cuſtom- Houle, That 1n that Houle there was con- 
cealed great Quantities of French-Lace, and other prohibited Goods, deſiring 
them the ouxe Morning to bring a Warrant with them and ſearch the Houle, 
which they promiſed. At Night he brought one Captain Beaford to lie with 
hirz (as is !uppoled ) that he might be a Witneſs againſt the Colonel : Next 
Moraing oftcr the Colonel was gone forth, came the Officers to ſcarch for pro- 
hibited Gods; D-2erficld was very officious in affiſting them to ſearch the 
Colonet : Chamber, and at length from behind the Bed brings torth the before- 
mentioned Pacquct of Letters; upon which, caſting his Eyes, and {ceming ſur- 
prized, he cryed out, Treaſon, Theſe are all T reaſonable Letters W hereupon 
the Officers carried them away to the Commuſſhoners : Bur the Colonel coming 
in loon after, and bcing acquainted with all that had paſt in his ablence, found 
means to retrieve rhem again ; and when he had {o done, he made ſome En- 
quiry after D-zzge7fe1d4, of whoſe Quality being well informed, he carried «the 
Letters ro H!s Majeſty, with Proteſtations of his own Innocency, and Daxger- 
elda*s Viilany, Whereupon on the 23. of Ofober, the Council ordered Daxger- 

Melknger and after a full hcaring of the 


Buſineſs before them, 0ob4t, 27. they Commiutred him to Newgate, 


When Colonel Manſe! had thus detefted Dauzgerfield, the above-mentioued Captain Bed- 
ford came in very generouſly of huntelf, and confeſſed ſeveral things he was privy to, amongſt 
which, one was, That this Dangerticld would have perſwaded him to ſwear that Sir Thomas 
Flayer ſpoke Trealon, thereby to have taken away the Life of that honeſt Gentleman. 

The Letters before mentioned gave Light cnough to perceive what the Deſign was the 
P.ipiſks were then contriving ; Whereupon Sir William Waller ( who has been all along very 
zealous in diſcovering the Prieſts, and their wicked Plots, notwithſtanding their Threats and 
Attempts to take away his Life ) underſtanding that Danzcrfield uled to lodge at Mrs. Cel- 


\ liers, went thither on Wedneſday, Ottob.29. to ſearch her Houſe; and that he might leave 


no place unſearcht, he ordered a Tub of Meal to be emptied, which being done, at the Bot- 
tom thereof was found a little Paper-bodk tyed with red Ribbons, wherein was a Liſt of ſe- 
veral Perſons of Quality, and others, to the number of above 500. whom they deſigned to 
ruin by this their New Plot. They had ſet down his Grace the Duke of onrmemh for Ge- 
neral ofthe Army to be raiſed; the Lord Grey, Lord Brandon and his Son, and Sir Thomas 
Armſtrong, for Licutenant-Generals, Sir Will;am Waller and Mr. Blood for Major-Generals, 
&c. the Duke of Buckingham, Lord Shaftsbury, Lord £fſex, Lord Roberts, Lord Wharton, 
and Lord Hullifax, were to have been accuſed for the chief Counſellors and Managers of this 
Plot. Many other things were contained in theſe Papers, relating to the Management of 
their Deſign: Upon this Mrs. Ceier was committed to the Gatehouſe. 


Their Plot being now ſufficiently laid open, Dangerfield ( notwithſtanding Mrs. Ceirys 
Encouragement to be conſtant and firm to the Catholick Caſe ) thought it time to confels the 
Truth, and beins brought before the Right Honourable Sir Robert Clayton Lord Mayor of 
London, on Friday Ottob.31.1679. he made a Jarge Confeſſion, which held them from Five 
of the Clock in the Afternoon, untill Two next Morning. Part whereof was, That he was 
lent for to the Tower, whither he went in diſguiſe, where after ſome diſcourſe with the Lord 
Powis, the Lord «4 rundel asked him, If he werewilling to do any thing to advance his For- 
tune; to which he anſwered he would do any thing. Then the Lord Arundel asked him it 
he would kill the King for a good Reward ; to which he replyed, He wovld kill any hody 
but the King, or his Royal Brother. That then thc aforeſaid Lord asked him the ſame Que- 
ſtion again ; and he anſwered, No. Then ſaid the Lord Powts, No, no, my Lord Arunde? 
Coes onely this to try you : But my Lord (continued he) what would you give him to kill 
the King? *Tis worth ( faid the Lord Arundel) 20001. That then the Lord P:w7s 
told him, he ſhould have 500 /. to kill the Lord Shaftsbury. That Mr. Gadbury told him, 
the Lords in the Tower were angry with him, as allo chiefly the Lord Caſtlemain, for that 


he woutd not kill the Kings, when he might eaſily do it, and no hurt befall him. That here- 
I upor! 
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upon he asked Mr. Gadbury, How no hurt ſhould befall him, when in his Opinion it could 
be no lets than Death ? To which Gadbury made antwer, That he knew hemight do it ſafely, 
for at the Requelt of the Lady Powrs he had Calculated his Nativity, and that it was clear 
from thence. Tt the Lord Caſtlemain very angrily askt him, Why he was fo unwilling to 
do that for which he was releated out of Priſon; and fearing tome miſchief from him, he let 
him, and went and told Mrs. Ce/er, that the Lord Caſilemain was angry ; to which ſhe re- 
plyed , That it was his cuſtom ro tall out one hour, and be good friends the next. That his 
Confeffor Sh: j toll him he muſt do Penance for denying to ſerve God, as the Scriptures 
taught. Thr ne 2-kt him, If they taught him to kill his King ? To which Sharp replyed, 
Yes, if he wcre condemn'd by theni, That when he told the Lady Powzts and Mrs. Cellter, 
of having been alone with the King in his Cloſet; they both ſaid, What ar: Opportunity have 
you loſt? And the Lady Powis aaded, How bravely might you have killed him, if you had been 
provided That he was ſent by the Lady Powzs to Mr. Webb's at Perterley in Buckinghamſhire, 


with a Letter diredted, For Mrs. Fean; which Mrs. Fean he found to be a Prieſt in Womans 


Habit. That upon reading the Letter, Fear adminiſtred the Sacrament to him, obliging 


him thereby to Secrecy; and then gave him Papers containing a rough Draught of the Ply 
againſt the Presbyterians, which he told him were to be drawn up into Particulars by the 
Lords in the Tower, and Mr. New! in the K:ngs-Beach. That Mr. Wood told him, The Lords 
in the Tower had conſulted, that before Mr. Oates wat Indicted, ſomething ſhould be made 


appear of a Presbyterian Plot. That one Duddel brought him 27 Letters, written moſt by | 
by Mr. Nevil, which Mr. Turner the Lord Powzs:his Prieſt, delired lome Catholiques might | 


Tranſcribe, whereupon Mrs. Cellier ſent for Mr. $:zge who wrote there about a Week. That 
the Contentsof theſe Letters were, That there Buſineſs went on well here at London, as they 


hoped theirs did inthe Country : That Commuſſioners would ſhortly be ready ;, (mentioning in ſome | 


of theſe Letters the Names of divers Perſons of Quality ; ) and that they would now be their 
own Chooſers in Matters of Government, and uſe Papiits as they pleaſed. That thele Letters were 
to be ſent into all parts of the Kingdom where any Presbyterians lived, and privately to be 


put into their Houſes, and then their Houſes were to be fearcht, and theſe Papers produced þ 


for Evidence againſt them, as they intended againſt Colonel XManſel. 


Saturday, Nevem. 1. His Lordſhip waited on His Majeſty and Council with Dangerfield 


Lane tas Anat} TOI NT IP 
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Confeſſion ; and Dargerfield being again ſent for to come before the Council, did further de-| 


clare, That-all the Lords in the Tower gave him Money, more or leſs, and did defire him to go 
to Turner the Popiſh Book-ſeller to get his Remarks on the Tryals Printed. That the Lord Pow 
adviſed Lane ſhould be ſent out of the way, leſtif Mr. Oates ſhould find him at his Houſe, 
they ſhould all be ruin'd. That he ſaw Sir G. Wakem4t at Mr. Stamford's Houſe, (the Duke df 
Newburgh's Agent) in whole own Room he lay, and that Sir George teld him, He hid him 
ſelf there for fear of the People, who had poſted a threatning Paper over his Door ; and that 
he had received 500l. by the Queens Order for his Tranſportation. That Sir Georoe asking 
his Advice, how he might get away, he told him, He had beſt ſend for a Shallop from Calice 
to take him in about ſix Miles from Dover, which he did, and eſcaped to Newport. Tha 
Dormer was Author of Traytors transform'd into Martyrs; and that Gadbury had writ a Ballad 
and ſeveral Pamphlets. That the ſecond time he viſited the Earl of Shafssbury, he intended 
to ſtab him, and then put out the Candle, and under pretence of running down to light it, 
have made his eſcape. That the two Books taken ( whereof one was found in a Mea] Tvb) 
was writ by him, and that the Names therein were all 'Diaated to him by the Lady Pows. 
That Mrs. Cellier and he uſed the words, Lady Aary for the KING, and Lady Anne fot 
the DUKE. 

In the Afternoon Mrs. Celery was Examin'd, and declar'd, That Dangerfield had for ſome 
time lain at her Houle. Thar ſhe paid 3!/. 105. out of the Money to be diſtributed to Pri- 
{oners for his Releafe, but denyed the paying of Twenty pounds, or Five pounds, as had 
been alledged. Thartſhe employed Dangerfield onely to get in ſome deſperate Debts belong- 
ing to her Husband, and to Bail two or three perſons out of Priſon, and in nothing elle, 
That ſhe did lie at the Lady Pow:s; but denied ſhe ſent a Note to Dangerfield in Newgate, 
till the Note was produced, and then ſhe own'd it. That ſhe knew nothing of killing the 
Earl of Shaft1hury. That ſhe did indeed go to the ſaid Earl upon buſineſs. That Daneerfield 
did draw up Articles againſt Captain R:chardſor, but not by her Order. Dn 

Then Dangerfield was call'd in again, who ſaid further, That Baniſter and ſhe viſited him in 
the Kings-Bench, and that ſhe order'd him to get the Papers from Srrode about Mr. Bedlow : to 
whichend, H:ttoz the Prieſt adviſed that Opium ſhould be put into Srrode's Drink, That 
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Afargaret Mrs. Celliers Maid brought him Opizm from Mrs. Cel/icrs Son-in-law, Plaſadel;, and 
that Mounſon told him how to uſe it. That Knowles and Sharp, Prieſts, told him if he conti- 
nued firm to the Buſineſs, hc would thereby merit Heaven. 

Mrs. Cellier confel?d, That the hid the Papers in the Meal-Tub: That ſhe did agree with 
Mr. D@&erficld to uſe Lady Mary in frzead of King, and Lady Anne in ftead of Duke. And 
That Gadbury did Calculate Dangerfield's Nativity, but taid, He would be hang'd. 

Then the Lady Powzis was Examined, who denied all, except, That ſhe paid Ten ſhillings 
per Week to Mrs.Cellicy for Damocrfields Diet. That ſhe law him in the Sroze-Gallery, but 
was not near enough to ipeak to him. That once and no more the diſcourſed himat Mrs. Cel- 
liers, and that then he told her of fonie 1 reatonable Letters hid at Weſtminſter , and that the 
Secretary refuſed to give him a Warrant to ſearch tor them, unleſs he would make Aﬀidavirt 
of it; and that then Mrs. C://zer advited him to make ule of the Cyſtom-Honſe Officers to 
{earch for them. 

On Sunday , Nov. 2. Mr. Gadbury was examined , who acknowledged, That he had ſeen 
Mr. Dangerſield once or twice at hi: Houle with Mrs, Celkier, and that he thought he caſt his 
Nativity under the Name of Thomas , and that looking' on his Horolcope , he did fay , it 
prognoſticated a bold and adventurous Man , but does not remember that he told Mrs. Cellier 
he would be hang'd. That he likewiſe caſt the Lord Powzs his Nativity , and that it was a 
uſual thing with him to caft the Nativities of ſuch Perſons of Quality, whoſe Time of Birth 
ke could be aſſured of. But as to other things, he ſaid , He was innocent. 

Nov. 1. Suſan Edwards, Mrs. Cellier's Maid, depoſed, That ſhe carried Notes to Mr. Dan- 
yerfield from her Miſtreſs , when he was in Newgate; as allo a Guinney, Twenty Shillings 
in Silver, and two Books of Accounts: As likewiſe a Meſſage by word of mouth, importing, 
That Mrs. Cellier*s Life lay in Mr. Dangerfield's hands. And taid , That the Lady Pow:s had 
been three times at her Miftreſſes in five Weeks time that ſhe lived there, and that once ſhe 
had diſcourſe with Mr. Dargerfield. 

Nov. 2. William Woodman depoled, That Mr.Dangerfield was two Months at the Lord Pow#ss's 
Houſe, ant] that Mrs. Cellier and he writ often ; and that he carried Letters from them to the 
Lady Powts in the Tower; as alto Letters from the Lady Pow:s to Newile in the King's Bench s 
to whom alſo he had carried Letters from Mr. Dangerfield and Mrs. Cellzer.
